A proposal by the County of 
Vulcan School Committee that the 
salary schedule for county 
teachers, which was approved by 
both the County and the teachers 
last month, be reviewed with t he 
objective of raising the maximum 
salaries in the upper levels, was 
voted down at a meeting of the 
Vulcan County Local of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers Association Monday 
evening of this week. Instead, the 
teachers will propose to the 
County that the entire salary 
schedule be re-opened for negoti¬ 
ation. 

The County’s proposal that 
maximum salaries for teachers 
with considerable training and ex¬ 
perience be revised upwards — 
even though a new salary schedule 
had been agreed upon by both 
parties — came about through the 
reaMMtton that In order to attract 
and hold the best teachers possible 
the salaries for this type of teacher 
would have to be increased beyond 
the maximums specified in the 


new salary schedule. School build¬ 
ings and teaching facilities in the 
County of Vulcan are second to 
none when compared with other 
rural areas but staffing these facili¬ 
ties with experienced and highly 
qualified teachers, in both the aca¬ 
demic and vocational fields, is a 
problem that is annually growing 
more acute. 

According to a spokesman for 
the A.T.A., the teachers feel that 
certain other parts of the recently 
negotiated salary schedule should 
also be reviewed and are there¬ 
fore suggesting to the County that 
the entire salary schedule be re¬ 
opened for negotiation.

A Vulcan district pioneer, Ed¬ 
ward Robert Douglass, aged 82 
years, died at Calgary on May 26, 
1966. 

Born at Burt, Iowa, he came to 
this district in 1904. He joined the 
Royal Mounted Police Battalion in 
the First World War and also 
served in Russia for a year follow¬ 
ing the war. He lived at various 
places in the United States and 
Canada before retiring to Calgary 
in 1956. He was a member of the 
Royal Canadian Legion.

Pioneer Cowboy. Jim Dew Is Finally Leaving The Range 


The best years of Majorville 
rancher Jim Dew’s life are depict¬ 
ed in a photograph album kept by 
him through his early years until 
the 1920’s. During that time he 
was one of the best known cow¬ 
boys, rodeo contestants and horse¬ 
men in this part of the country. 
Since those years he has developed 
his ranch and grain operation into 
a comfortably profitable stage and 
kept on the horse scene with his 
interest in the Lake McGregor 
Race Meet, being one of the 


organizers back when it was a 
UFA venture. 

On Saturday, June 18, local 
auctioneers Wally Franks and 
Commodore Allen will sell Jim 
Dew’s equipment and he’ll give up 
this familiar pattern of life and 
retire. Although hesitant about 
revealing his age Mr. Dew’s health 
indicates him to be “getting along” 
in years and so comes this move 
of he and his wife to the coast, 
somewhat grudgingly. 

Coming from Idaho to Parkland 


in 1905 this pioneer homesteaded 
in the Vulcan district on the pre¬ 
sent Willard Love land, in 1908. 

In 1917 he bought land in the 
Majorville district and broke it up 
and on it he raised grain, but of 
greater love to him, he raised 
horses for domestic use and racing. 

As evidence of his interest and 
participation in rodeos is his well- 
kept photograph album records 
dozens of shots of stampedes at 
Vulcan and at Gleichen in the 
years 1914-15-16. Jim and maybe 


others will remember Dick Neil 
and Vic Scott, pictured on pinto 
ponies, winners at a Vulcan stam¬ 
pede, the Indians who came and 
tented at these times and of the 
railway excursions which brought 
hundreds of spectators from Cal¬ 
gary to these events. 

Back in the days when horses 
were a livelihood Jim Dew’s stock 
was among the best. Not so many 
years ago when the Willard outfit 
was in chuckwagon competition,

Airstrips Benefit Communities 

subtle shift in pub- 


The past decade has seen a 
lie attitudes towards the general aviation airplane, 
says an editorial in “Canadian Aircraft Operator,” a 
Canadian aviation newspaper. Without flying’s 
image as a pleasant form of recreation being diminish¬ 
ed to any extent, its usefulness as an enormously 
practical means of both private and business trans¬ 
portation is at last achieving recognition and 
acceptance. 

Community groups such as municipal councils, 
service clubs or flying clubs are now the main driv¬ 
ing force in small airport or airstrip projects, reflect¬ 
ing the new thinking that an airport or airstrip is a 
public enterprise of general benefit to the community 
as a whole and not merely a recreational area for an 
exclusive private or narrow-interest group. 

At Vulcan the airstrip is on leased land and is 
operated by the Vulcan Flying Club. Limited finan¬ 
cial assistance is given by the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Town of Vulcan towards paying the annual 
rent for the land occupied, but expenditures above 
the total $250 yearly grants must be met by the 
flying club. 

The airstrip not only allows the flying club to 
operate — and continued interest in flying is evident, 
with a new class of students likely to start this sum¬ 
mer — but keeps the town “on the map” insofar as 
business and pleasure flying with light aircraft is 
concerned. Public acceptance of the fact that an 
airstrip is important to any growing town is a big 
step forward.

Dear Sir: 

In order for the public to make 
a realistic appraisal of the 
functioning of the educational 
system in the County I feel it is 
important that any pertinent in¬ 
formation be accurate. Unfortun¬ 
ately some of the statements re¬ 
ported in your article under the 
headline "Teacher Shortage Fear¬ 
ed Despite High Salaries" were 
misleading. 

First the new salary schedule 
as first agreed upon is not well 
above provincial average. Agree¬ 
ments have not been reached in 
all areas but of those reported in 
May, 30 areas offered higher 
salaries to teachers with six years 
of university training, 32 offered 
higher salaries to teachers with 
four years of university training, 
and eleven offered higher salaries 
to teachers with one year train¬ 
ing. These figures are hardly com¬ 
mensurate with the statement 
that Vulcan’s salaries are well 
above average. 

The salary schedule for the pre¬ 
sent year is lower in most cate¬ 
gories, particularly for those with 
considerable training, than thirty 
of the fifty-three counties in 
Alberta; the city salary schedules 
are of course invariably higher 
than those obtaining in the rural 
districts. 

As the curriculum changes, be¬ 
coming more demanding in an at¬ 
tempt to meet the needs of our 
technological society, teachers re¬ 
quire more and more training. The 
desperate shortage of the journey¬ 
men teachers necessary to offer 
vocational courses is due to jour¬ 
neymen being able to obtain far 
higher salaries in industry than in 
teaching. A teacher with six years 
university training and 12 years 
experience could receive a maxi¬ 
mum $9,000 to $10,000 in Vulcan 
(about $2,000 less than in the 
cities); a man in industry with 
the equivalent preparation would 
expect about $15,000 a year. Be¬ 
ginning teachers with one or two 
years training receive less money 
than the janitorial staff of the 
schools. People in rural areas ex¬ 


pect to pay the same cost for most 
professional services as people in 
the city — why should they ex¬ 
pect to obtain the professional 
services of teachers for less? 

Of course it is possible to obtain 
people with few qualifications 
whom the city will not hire, and if 
the public is prepared to accept 
the rejects from other areas 
certainly money can be saved — 
however the cost to the young 
people who must compete with the 
city children will be high indeed. 

Salaries are of course, not the 
only consideration of teachers 
seeking employment; your article 
pointed out housing is an im¬ 
portant factor. The County of Vul¬ 
can is to be commended for the 
attempt it has made to alleviate 
this difficulty, but it is impossible 
to compete with the variety of ac¬ 
commodation available in the 
densely populated areas. 

The comparative isolation of 
some parts of the county is an in¬ 
hibiting factor to many teachers. 
The attraction of living on a paved 
highway close enough to a city to 
be able to enjoy its medical and 
recreational facilities is obvious. 
Fortunately many people prefer 
the rural life, and having worked 
in these isolated places I am 
aware of some definite advantages 
in them. 

Another important consideration 
is the obvious disadvantages of 
living in the same community in 
which one teaches. It is un¬ 
fortunate that teachers have been 
judged on their performance out¬ 
side school rather than in the 
classroom. 

The County of Vulcan is in the 
forefront of rural areas in provid¬ 
ing educational facilities; these 
cannot be utilized without com¬ 
petent teachers. These competent 
teachers are in short supply and 
attracting and retaining them is 
to the benefit of the whole 
community.

(Continued From Front Page) 
the first string of horses came 
from the Jim Dew ranch. 

Turning the pages of the photo 
album reveals history that could 
be lost and forgotten but for such 
a record. Mr. Dew at one time had 
quarter sections of land spread far 
afjeld and at harvest it was 
normal to have equipment strung 
out up to a mile long when mov¬ 
ing from one location to another. 
His album shows many valuable 
photos of Vulcan during its early 
development, the men who opened, 
broke up and settled the country 


and the machinery they did it 
with. 

With the Dews, the code of the 
early west has always remained. 
Their door has always been open 
to friends and strangers with 
enough food on the stove for an¬ 
other plateful or two and in 
earlier years an extra bed set up 
for a weary traveller was com¬ 
monplace.

WEED CONTROL IN LAWNS 

About this time ot year we find 
that our lawn weeds are doing just 
about as well as our grass. With 
this in mind I thought the follow¬ 
ing comments of J. J. Sexsmith of 
the Lethbridge Research Station 
would be valuable. 

Broad-leaved lawn weeds can be 
controlled successfully with hor¬ 
mone-type herbicides, such as 
2,4-D. However, a few simple pre¬ 
cautions should be taken to mini¬ 
mize injury to nearby ornamentals. 
Use only a low-volatile ester or 
salt of 2,4-D. It should be applied 
when there is little or no wind. 
Keep the spray pressure low and 
the volume of water high. When¬ 
ever possible the application should 
be made before the nearby shrubs 
leaf out and before bedding plants 
are set out. 

Rates of application given on the 
labels of 2,4-D products intended 
for lawn use are those to control 
such weeds as dandelion and 
plantain in lawns that have been 
established for at least one year. 
Newly seerlcil lawns th milil.mil he 
treated until the grass lias readi¬ 
ed a height of four inches or until 
it has been cut twice, at which 
time an amount not exceeding half 
the rate given for dandelions may 
be used. Mowing will often provide 
sufficient control of annual weeds. 
White dutch clover, black medic, 
common chickweed, and mouse-ear 
chickweed can be controlled with 
mecoprop (e.g., Compitox) or fcno- 
prop (e.g., Silvex) at rates given 
on labels. Chickweeds will require 
the highest rate indicated. 

No feasible chemical control is 
available for the selective eradi¬ 
cation of the unwanted annual or 
perennial grasses that commonly 
occur in lawns of southern Alberta.
